Rabbit Raising At 
Jordan Farm Shows 


Excellent Results 


Experiment Entered Upon 
In 


1932 Quite Succeuful; 


Require No At- 


tention

At the Jordan state game. farm, 


just outside of Harlansburg, there 
is a side-Industry In progress that 
is of Intense Interest to the sports- 
men In Lawrence county and the 
entire state of Pennsylvania. Al- 
though still in the 
experimental 


stage, the propagation of wild cot- 
tontail rabbits Is showing very sat- 
isfactory results. 
This experiment being carried on 


in one woodsy and swampy corner 
of the vast game farm ia conspicu- 
ous for another reason—the fact 
that it requires practically no at- 
tention whatever. This is Interest- 
ing in the midst of a territory that 
buzzes with activity and has daily 
work enough to keep Superinten- 
dent V. T. Waif el and a squad of 
assistants constantly busy. 


Rabbit raising was started on a 
small scale at the Jordan farm in 
the spring of 1932. Since then it 
has been a success not anticipated 
and the entire first allotment re- 
leased stayed right in Lawrence 
county. 


Thirty rabbits were placed in a 


fenced in (vermin tight) area. Small 
plots of clover and turnips were 
planted for them and except for 
providing some food in winter, no 
further attention was given them. 
Two hundred rabbits were trapped 
and released the first season. 


According to the game commission 


the cottontail rabbit affords the gun- 
ners of Pennsylvania, on the whole, 
more sport than xany other game 
and between two and three and one- 
half million of these animals are 
lulled each year. The rabbit also 
falls easy prey to many natural 
enemies and to the automobile. Con- 
sequently there Is a tremendous 
drain on the species, and to keep the 
stock at a level where it can with- 
stand this heavy toll it is necessary 
to restock the covers of the state 
each year as generously as possible. 


In the past the great majority of 


rabbits for restocking were purchas- 
ed from trappers' in some of the 
western states, particularly Missouri 
and Kansas. It 'is natural to sup- 
pose that the sportsmen of Pennsyl- 
vania would never allow cottontail 
rabbits to be trapped and shipped 
out of this commonwealth, and that 
sentiment is beginning to spread 
through the western states. This 
year Kansas prohibited the exporta- 
tion of live rabbits. 


With an eye to the future the 
board of game commissioners in 1931 
entered upon a series of experiments 
in raising cottontail rabbtis in seml- 
•wild environments and the Jordan 
farm was one of the places chosen 
for these experiments.

Rabbit raising was started on a

According to the game commission 


the cottontail rabbit affords the gun- 
ners of Pennsylvania, on the whole, 
more sport than ,,any other game 
and "between two and three and one- 
half million of these animals are 
killed each -year. The rabbit also 
falls easy, prey to many natural 
enemies and to the automobile. Con- 
sequently there is a tremendous 
drain on the species, and to keep the 
stock at a level where it can with- 
stand this heavy toll it is necessary 
to restock the covers of the state 
each year as generously as possible. 


In the past the great majority of 


rabbits for restocking were purchas- 
ed from trappers'in some of the 
western states, particularly Missouri 
and Kansas. It 'is natural to sup- 
pose that the sportsmen of Pennsyl- 
vania would never allow cottontail 
rabbits to be trapped and shipped 
but of this commonwealth, and that 
sentiment is beginning: to spread 
through the western states.

WORK ON THE ICE PATROL 


The fact that no ship has been sunk by icebergs since the Titanic 


went to the bottom on the night of April 14, 1912, with a loss of more 
than 1,500 lives does not mean that icebergs no longer wander into the 
Atlantic ship lanes. 


From the U. S. S. Mendota of the ice patrol came word the other 


day that a total of 155 icebergs had been sighted in the ship lanes this 
year. It was the largest number reported since the Titanic disaster. 


Why these huge mountains of ice no longer are the menace to 


navigation they once were is explained in a bulletin issued by the Na- 
tional Geographic society. The reason is to be found in the fact that 
the sinking of the; Titanic caused the international derelict destruction, 
ice observation and ice patrol service to be formed through an agreement 
reached by maritime nations at a conference in London.

season. L. A. Sawyer, burglary expert of the National Bureau of Casu- 
alty and Surety Underwriters, says there are certain signs that always 
gladden his heart. 


He likes to see an accumulation of milk bottles and newspapers 


at doors, and always is pleased to note that mail boxes are full to run- 
ning over with letters and circulars. 


He approves of windows that have shades pulled down. 


He becomes much more confident when he sees the garage door 


open, and notes that the car is gone. 


The burglar, continues Mr. Sawyer, is delighted to find doors 


fastened with fragile locks that give way to the slightest pressure. He 
rms praise for the householder who depends upon simple catches for win- 
dows which are accessible from the ground, the roof, fire-escape or from 
fcond copings along which he can climb. He does not like such things 
fts thumb screw catches which hold the window firm; he cannot get at 
them with a jimmy. 


Inside the house the burglar likes to find that the housewife has 


placed all of her silver in a compartment of the sideboard. He likes to 
find the furs in a moth bag with opera cloaks and special dinner gowns. 


If there is one thing that adds zest to the search of the visitor it 


Is the practice of some housewives in hiding jewelry and money under 
carpets, rugs, in carelessly hung clothing, or in mattresses, pillows or the 
dnvenport.

WORK ON THE ICE PATROL 


The fact that no ship has been sunk by icebergs since the Titanic 


went to the bottom on the night of April 14, 1912, with a loss of more 
than 1,500 lives does not mean that icebergs no'longer wander into the 
Atlantic ship lanes. 


From the U. S. S. Mendota of the ice patrol came word the other 


day that a total of 165 icebergs had been sighted in the ship lanes this 
year. It was the largest number reported since the Titanic disaster. 


Why these huge mountains of ice no longer are the menace to 


navigation they once were is explained in a bulletin issued by the Na- 
tional Geographic society. The reason is to be found In the fact that 
the sinking of the Titanic caused the international derelict destruction, 
ice observation and ice patrol service to be formed through an agreement 
reached by maritime nations at a conference in London. 
Management 


of the service war, turned over to the United States, with each of the 
contracting parties bearing a share of the cost in proportion to its ship- 
ping tonnage. 


The duty of maintaining the ice patrol was given the United 


States coast guard. The iceberg season is from March 1 to July 1. Ap- 
proach of the season finds coast guard cutters on duty in the ice fields 
off Greenland. It is from the great ice cap that covers most of Green- 
land that the Icebergs break off and begin their wanderings. 


When the cutters sight one, they keep it under surveillance and 


keep ships warned of Its course. Liners and other transatlantic craft thus 
are enabled to detour around" it if it gets Into the ship lanes. 


It Is the work done by these guardians of the ship lanes tha"t has 


rid ocean travel of one of its greatest terrors. So thoroughly is the task 
performed that the Iceberg virtually has been eliminated.

In earlier days he could have 
been hanged without loss of time, 
even if he had been much younger 
than fourteen. 
There is no hanging of children 
now, but there should be some way 
of making other children safe against 
a precocious and vicious monster.
